On October 17, 2005 Applicant's representative contacted the Examiner for this 
Application and requested reconsideration of the rejections in the September 1 5, 2005 Office 
Action due to several inconsistent statements in the Office Action (e.g., a lack of basis for the 
rejection of claims 8-14).
